Regarding Gouto-2r Asia and the Demosratic Republic of Vietnam (ORV), HUANG 

Chi -hsiang commented that HO Chi.minh, being more nationalistic than coummmistic, 
doas act enjoy as full Soviet confidence as the Chinese Communists. During the 
fal. of 1981, there was an incipient movement among the Commmists to foree HO 
Chi.minh to reorganize his government, Unless something crucial develops, the. 
TESH will giwe no leree.seale aid to HO Chi.minh before they have firmer control 
ever him, Any Soviet aid to the DRV must ge through the Chinese Communists, 

The Chinese Commniste will not send troops overtly into Indochins and provoke 
anolher Kerean situation, but will continue tc supoly arms and material. 
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
